LABOR S NEW MAONA CHARTA.

Capitalism in its most despotic form eould' 
scarcely find anything to complain of in the new 
Magna Charts of. Labor. The main proposals of 
the British draft.are now adopted by the Interna¬ 
tional Legislative Commission in session at Paris, 
and the provisions agreed to appear to be based on 
safe ground, reasonable for labor and tolerably 
easy of compliance by the employer. 

. _ Employment in factories of children under fif 
teen yesr*rtvf'sfgr is-deetsretl pmbfbiTorr,- wtnte rhe 
hours of labor for minors between the ages of fif¬ 
teen and eighteen may not exceed six each regu¬ 
lar working day. Technical ami regular educa¬ 
tional facilities arc to be extended to these young 
workers so that hand in' hand with earning ca¬ 
pacity may go training valuable to the subject and 
to the state. 

What has been universal in the British Isles for 
many years is recommended for all countries—the 
Saturday half-holiday. A continuous weekly rest 
of thirty-six hours is one of the provisions of 
Labor’s new ediet and forty-eight hours are pre¬ 
scribed as the maximum for the working week. 
,, idvluded for fe male wo rker, 

including maternity insurance aud « guarantee of 
equal pay where she perform* duties identical to 
those carried out by the sterner sex. 

The right to unionize is retained and insurance 
against unemployment is advocated for aii coun¬ 
tries. The Commission places itself on record as 
against the prohibition of immigration in a gen¬ 
eral way bnt recognizes the right of any state to 
impose restrictions during a period of depression 
and in cases where the standard of education is 
■ -too -low-. 

With organized labor and the preponderating 
best elements of the working masses solidly in 
agreement with the general principles of the Com¬ 
mission’s recommendations, any fertile soil select- 
ad by the Bolshevist in which to plant his anarch¬ 
istic seed would be effectively policed by his most 
determined enemy—the reasonable workingman’.

had surrendered to the Bolsheviks on 
the understanding that their arms 
were to be used against the German* 
When the gallant 15,990 reaching Vla¬ 
divostok learned that some 50,999 of, 
their number had been disarmed and 
placed In Internment comp*, a relief 
expedition was at once organised and 
the Vladivostok unit, equipped with 
but a few rounds of ammunition to 
each man, set out to rescue their com¬ 
rades. They were bound to Irkutsk 
but only got as far as Hpesskoe. 

About this time the Middlesex Regi¬ 
ment. numbering but 2,900 men. and 
moet of them medically unfit, arrived 
from Hongkong and with a French 
regiment and detachments of Japanese 
troops, reinforced the Cxechs. 

Since these operations were inaug¬ 
urated the whole of the country as 
Car east as Omsk has been cleared of 
the Bolshevik. Capt. Blairs says the 
Siberian campaign t* purely a railroad 
war as It is practically Ira possible to 
carry on operations far removed from 
tha railway.

Capt. Stairs 
was the first Canadian to enter Si¬ 
beria. and he is the first to return, lie 
lo-a mining e ngiw e er and Is -firm 
turning Kast to resume his profes¬ 
sion. His Polish protege. Capt. Mar¬ 
tini. also proposes to engage in min¬ 
ing engineering. 

The two officers crossed from the 
Orient to San Francisco and are 
passing through Victoria en route to 
Eastern Canada.
